
Council to meet firemen over 
alleged power struggle

Members of the town coun- 
cil's Protective Services Com¬ 
mittee will be meeting with 
members of the fire depart¬ 
ment to discuss what they 
feel may be a potential power 
struggle within the depart¬ 
ment. 

The meeting was called 
after council received a letter 
from volunteer fire fighter 
Grant McDonald expressing 
concern over the fire depart¬ 
ment’s standard operating 
procedures, a policy which 
was passed by council ear¬ 
lier this year. 

In the letter. McDonald 
said he believed the new 
policy, which outlines depart¬ 
ment structure and operat- 
i ng procedu res in accordance 
with provincial legislation, 
would "move the Fire Depart¬ 
ment from a self governing 
body to an organization where 
control will be vested in one 
person.” 

McDonald also questioned 
whether council would pay 
the Fire Chief a salary “com¬ 
mensurate to the authority 
and responsibilities ...be¬ 
stowed on him.” 

But council said the fire 
department had never been 
a selfeont rolled organizat ion 
and that the Fire Chiefs po¬ 
sition had been a paid one 
over the past number years 
because of the extra hours 
and responsibilities included 
in the job. 

"We can't take the author¬ 
ity and responsibility out of 
the job,” said Town Adminis¬ 
trator Mike Storey. "He must 
enforce the legislation, one 
person must be responsible. 


We can't hold the entire de¬ 
partment responsible." 

“And it is up to the Fire 
Chief to elect his own offic¬ 
ers," Storey added. “He is the 


man in authority." 

Council said they planned 
to meet with the fire depart¬ 
ment to discuss the issue 
because they felt the con¬ 


cerns may be based on politi¬ 
cal conflicts between mem¬ 
bers of the force. 

“I believe it’s just a politi¬ 
cal power struggle,” said 


Councillor Dan Peters.

At The Kitchen Table

I was sitting at the kitchen table addressing a bright red 
envelope. "Postal authorities," said the radio newscaster, 
"discourage Valentines mailed in red envelopes. Electronic 
scanning devices do not pick up well from that background 
color." 1 considered scrapping my red envelope and searching 
for a white one, but this was for local delivery and I doubted 
that it would need much electronic scanning. 1 sighed and 
reached for another Valentine, this one in a white envelope. 
A small logo caught my attention, "extra postage required." I 
had 2 of these, and when I measured them they were indeed 
5/8ths of an inch too long. I sighed again and picked up the 
Valentine destined for our daughter who is teaching English 
in Japan. Her dad had already expressed concern that it was 
too sentimental and would probably have her in tears. This 
year's Valentine project was obviously doomed. 


The original Valentine was a Roman bishop A.D. 270. The 
mad Emperor Claudis 11 forbade marriage because he felt 
married men made poor soldiers. Bishop Valentine invited 
young lovers to come to him to be married in secret. Claudius 
found out about this "friend of lovers" and on Feb. 24, 270, 
Valentine was clubbed, stoned and beheaded. While Valen¬ 
tine was in jail awaiting execution, he fell in love with the 
daughter of his jailer and his farewell message to her is 
supposed to have been signed, "From Your Valentine." It was 
traditional for young Roman men to offer women they ad¬ 
mired handwritten greet ings on February 14 and these cards 
became known as Valentines. The oldest surviving Valentine 
(1415) is in the British Museum. It was sent by Charles, Duke 
of Orleans, to his wife while he was a prisoner in the Tower of 
London. 


In 1797, you could buy a publication called, "The Young 
Man's Valentine Wrifer/'that contained dozens of sentimental 
poems for lovers unable to write their own. In the Victorian 
era, anonymous Valentines became really racy and late in the 
nineteenth century, the Chicago Post Office rejected about 
25,000 cards on the grou nds that they were unfit to be carried 
through the mail. In 1990, we were in Great Britain and saw 
Valentines that bordered on pornography.

Members of the Anthony 
I lenday water line board saved 
approximately $110,000 last 
week according to Town Coun¬ 
cillor Ed Vermunt. 

Vermont. Didsbury council 
representative to the board. said 
a meeting with architects who 
designed the Anthony llenday 
water treatment plant and pro¬ 
vincial representatives who will 
soon hand over the plant to the 
board proved fruitful In that it 
saved '.he board costs to repair 
skyllghls In the building. 

The board, which will sexm 
purchase the water treatment 
plant from the province and take 
over Its operations. Is currently 
Investigating renovation work 
needed at the plant, but man¬ 
aged to talk the province Into 
covering costs for repairs to the 
skylights which had been leak¬ 
ing. 

Vermunt told council the sky¬ 
light repairs would be guaran¬ 
teed for 25 years.

Didsbury Town Council has 
agreed to make a new traffic 
limitation to help ease traffic 
concerns around town schools. 

The town has voted to erect a 
sign at the Intersec tion of the 


golfcourse road and 23rd Street 
which will allow right turns only 
onto 23rd Street during the 
times of 8:15 am to 8:45 am and 
3:15 pm to 3: 45 pm on sch<x>l 
days. 

The request for the change 
came from the county which 
had expressed concern over traf¬ 
fic delays for county school 
buses.

The Town of Didsbury has 
given approval to Cardinal 
Coach Lines for a bus route 
through the town. 

. The bus route, which will pick 
up and drop off Shell Caroline 
gas plant employees, will run 
through the route at 6:05 am 
and 5:55 pm. 

Although the bus route winds 
ofTthe designated truck routes, 
council felt It would not cause 
any problems In town. 

"There used to be a bus serv¬ 
ice for Fallen Timber,” said Town 
Administrator Mike Storey. “It 
had caused a noise problem 
coming down a hill In Westhlll. 
but there are no hills .on this 
route.”

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Westerdale building 
slated for face lift

Didsbury’s Westerdale 
Building wiil get a face lift to 
save its life later this month 
thanks to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and the town coun¬ 
cil. 

The building, which had 
been threatened by demoli- 
t ion last year, will now under 
go renovations after the town 
received a matching grant 
from the Alberta Historical 
Resources Foundation. 

The building, built in 
1925, will get repairs to its 
woodwork, brickwork, roof, 
floors and more in the hopes 
that it may become home for 
a Main Street Alberta coordi¬ 
nator should Didsbury 
qualify for the provincial pro¬ 
gram. 

The building had been put 
up for sale last year, with 
plans for its demolition, but 
work by the Downtown Revi¬ 
talization Committee showed 
council t he building was still 
structurally sound and that 
its destruction might jeop¬ 
ardize Didsbury'schaneesfor 
the Main Street program. 

The town, which has held 
title to the building since 
1962, then decided to hold 
off on demolition plans until 
a grant application could be 
processed for funds to help 
with the building’s restora¬ 
tion. 


"And now that we have the 
grant (and the town council 
has agreed to pay the match¬ 
ing funds) wc really hope that 
t his will illustrate to the Main 
Street program people that 
Didsbury is serious about 
restoring older buildings," 
said Didsbury Economic 
Development Officer Gary 
Trippel. "Main Street is re¬ 
viewing their budget (this 
month) and then they will 
decide if they can take on 
new communities in '93. If 
so, they will probably ask for 
applications in April.” 

Trippel said Didsbury has 
also been working closely 
with Olds on a joint applica¬ 
tion for the program which 
he feels may increase both 
communities’ chances for 
joining the program. 

"They may see it as a lot 
better use of the program 
because it will be on a re¬ 
gional basis,” he said. “We 
have a lot of similarity in 
historical significance and 
timing and we could share 
the cost of a coordinator.” 

In the meantime, renova¬ 
tions to the Westerdale build¬ 
ing are expected to begin 
sometime toward the end of 
February. Total cost for the 
work is est imated at approxi¬ 
mately $8000 with $3800 
supplied through the gov¬ 
ernment grant.

Provincial employees must be dreading going to work 
everyday, wondering when the axe will fall. 

With Premier Klein’s announcement about staff cutbacks 
in every department, you wonder how those provincial em¬ 
ployees ean stomach another day at the office. 

Afler hearing all about Klein’s promises to improve the 
Alberta eeonomy throughout his eampaign, it's a huge let 
down to now watch him single-handedly boost Alberta's 
unemployment rate. 

How ean he gloat over increasing consumer confidence 
when he puts hundreds of people on the poor line? 

Granted, this is a time when layoffs are part of life, but 
saving Albertans money by cutting back on provincial wages 
through lay offs is meaningless when all he is doing is passing 
the cost on to our federal tax bill. 

In private business, lay offs are a different story. Generally, 
those companies must make the cutbacks to survive. The 
provincial government does not operate under those stric¬ 
tures. 



Albertans have been pleading with the provincial govern¬ 
ment for the past few years over reducing the size of the deficit 
and the debt. Good, responsive governments would react by 
making cutbacks. But dumping more worthy, employable 
people into the cutthroat job market at this time is not the 
answer, at least not in the big picture. 

More to the point, and likely to the preference of Albertans, 
this government should not be making costly mistakes by 
subsidizing business ventures to the tune of millions of 
dollars (of which Novatel is just one). 

Averting those kind of fiascos could have saved the jobs of 
hundreds of civil servants. 

The provincial government should also not be handing out 
cash grants and perks in areas that are not as essential. Cuts 
could be made in the arts; the Alberta Art Foundation does 
not need to be spending thousands of dollars to increase their 
collections when people’sjobs are on the line. And that is just 
one area where non-essential services can be pared. 

The point is job cut backs are the easy solution to a tough 
problem. Klein said he would bring a new breath oflifetohis 
job and yet he has fallen back on the same, age old answers. 
Now is not the time to be conservative in the approach, Ralph. 
Now is the time to be creative.

Concern over Bill 51 


Dear Editor: 

Not many of use have heard 
of the proposed Bill 51, New 
Proposed Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act. This should Immedi¬ 
ately Ik* rectified as It directly 
affects us. Bill 51 (Part 1.1)lv. 1. 
4(1)) proposes the Act should 
say a municipality has the pow¬ 
ers of an Individual except as 
they are limited by legislation. 
Throughout the history of mu¬ 
nicipal government In Canada, 
if there weren’t the words in the 
legislation stating the council 
could do something then It 
couldn't do It. The "natural per¬ 
son powers" and the new pro¬ 
posed areas of Jurisdiction turn 
this around. Your municipality 
can do anything It needs to do to 
carry out the purposes of mu¬ 
nicipal government unless It Is 
limited by legislation. 

Corporations have a "natural 
person powers" clause In their 


Act. but this can hardly be com¬ 
pared to the proposed Bill 51 
since corporations can't legis¬ 
late. enact bylaws or Impose 
taxes whereas municipalities 
can. 

In my view, the municipal 
council has too much power al¬ 
ready. We. as clttzens. are largely 
cut off from the goings on of the 
council. The council agenda Is 
available to the press, but not 
the public and It's we who are 
affected by the council's deci¬ 
sions. Councillors pass by laws 
through second and third read¬ 
ing without batting an eye. One 
wonders If they even know all 
the issues of what's at stake or 
If they even care. 

Bill 51 Is supposed to make 
government more acesslble to 
the public, but in reality It al¬ 
lows more "In camera" sessions. 
Through Bill 51 councils would 
be allowed to have secret meet- 


Stand on disarmament 


Dear Editor: 

It Is Ironic Indeed that at a 
time of rapidly Increasing crime 
when the police cannot cope 
with all of It. that our govern¬ 
ment should be disarming ordi¬ 
nary citizens while turning mur¬ 
derers and kidnappers loose on 
the streets, as has happened so 
recently In Calgary. 

One of the best deterrents to 
crime Is a well armed, well 
trained citizenry as has been 
demonstrated In Switzerland. In 
a well reasoned and very In¬ 
formative article of April. 1992, 
Dave Tomlinson, president of 
the National Firearms Associa¬ 
tion. tells of a situation that 
certainly gives more proof that 
such Is the case. Crimes against 


women had reached such pro¬ 
port tons in Orlando. Florida, that 
2,600 women there took a 
course In gun handling. It was 
heavily publicized. The result 
was an almost Incredible reduc¬ 
tion In that type of crime from 
36.9 per 100.000 In 1966 to 4.2 
per 100.000 In 1967. At the 
same time, the Incidence ofbur- 
glarics and violent assaults went 
down by 25%. The women who 
didn't take the course enjoyed 
the same protection as those 
who had. because the criminals 
didn’t know Just who might be 
capable of self defence. In 1968 
a survey of the women who had 
taken the course revealed that 
not one had had to use her gun 
or had had an accident with It. 


lngs on a regular basis on any 
topic they see fit. (108.1 (b)) Un¬ 
der the new legislation no one 
will be able to learn what hap¬ 
pens In the closed meeting be¬ 
cause Bill 51 makes It a firing 
offense for councillors to reveal 
the content of these meetings. 

A report by Don Thomas, an 
Edmonton Journal staff writer, 
says the Bill makes It more dif¬ 
ficult for voters In most munici¬ 
palities (those having less than 
10.000 residents) to appeal 
council decisions. 

In essence, under Bill 51. 
government will have yet more 
power while we. the taxpayers, 
will have less. It Is Imperative 
that Albertans contact their 
MIA's immediately. Don't let Bill 
51 be put through!

Plastics, what about plastics? 
Certain kinds of plastics can 
also be recycled and we can 
start to collect these as well as 
paper. Recyclable plastic con¬ 
tainers take up about 7% of our 
garbage (about 70 tonnes). Un¬ 
fortunately. there are over 30 
kinds of plastic and only two or 
three can be conveniently recy¬ 
cled. The problem Is not a lack 
of willingness, but a lack of tech¬ 
nology. 

All plastics are labelled on 
the bottom with a code number 
and some letters. Look on the 
bottom of any plastic container 
and you will find a number In¬ 
side a triangle moulded In the 
plastic. Underneath the trian¬ 
gle are one or more letters. 

Clear (or translueent) plastic 
milk Jugs and vinegar bottles 
are the most valuable. These 
have the number 2 In the trian¬ 


gle with the letters HOPE un¬ 
derneath (whteh means High 
Density Poly-Ethylene). These 
plastics are recycled Into more 
milk Jugs. 

Margarine or Ice cream con¬ 
tainers are also labelled 2— 
HDPE, but these are usually 
coloured white or yellow and are 
not translucent. These are less 
valuable, but can Ik* recycled by 
a different process and reproc¬ 
essed Into building materials like 
fence posts, patio deck materi¬ 
als and materials for park 
benches. You should keep these 
plastics separate from the milk 
Jugs. 

The most Important rule 
about recycling plastic contain¬ 
ers Is that they must be free of 
food residues. We call plastics 
with food still In them “contami¬ 
nated" or “dirty" and they are no 
better than ordinary garbage. 
Out when you take the trouble 
to at least rinse out or wash 
these containers, then they be¬ 
come valuable and can be sent 
to market. Washing does not

Over 40,000 eligible for UGG common shares 


Some 40.000 letters were 
mailed to farmers last week ad¬ 
vising them they are entitled to 
receive common shares from 
United Grain Growers. 

Parliament, In late Decem¬ 
ber. gave approval to UGG to 
allocate Its equity to grain cus¬ 
tomers by Issuing common 
shares. 

The Company's By-law states 
that only members of UGG are 
eligible to receive the new com¬ 
mon shares. Membership Is 
obtained by purchasing a $5 
Class "B" membership share. 
Farmers who have delivered 
grain In the six crop years ended 


July 31, 1992 must own a "B" 
share by February 15 If they 
wish to participate In the share 
allocation. 

Farmers who own a "B" share 
will get the UGG common shares 
according to how much grain 
they delivered. 

The Company's "A" share¬ 
holders will get a convertible 
preferred share for each "A" 
share they own. 

Ted Allen. lIGG's President 
outlined the details of the com¬ 
mon share allocation. 

-If farmers own a "B" share 
and have delivered grain under 
one permit book, they will get 


credit for their deliveries during 
the past six years. 

-I f more than one permit book 
Is Involved, a "B" share must be 
purchased for each permit book 
to be eligible to receive common 
shares for all deliveries made. 

-If a partnership or corpora¬ 
tion has also delivered grain to 
UGG. a "B" share must be pur¬ 
chased for the Joint farming op¬ 
eration, so that the operation Is 
eligible to receive the common 
shares.

Farmers' surface rights and oil 


and gas well si

With changes In government 
royalty structures and Increas¬ 
ing export prices for natural gas. 
many Alberta farmers may be 
approached by oil companies 
wanting to put a well site on 
their land. 

While surface rights were a 
hot topic several years ago. some 
landowners may not be aware of 
their rights when an oil com¬ 
pany approaches them and how 
compensation Is set. 

First, you should keep In 
mind a landowner has a say In 
where the well site and access 
road are located. If the location 
preferred by the oil company is 
going to significantly disrupt 
your farming operation, you can 
have the Energy Resources Con¬ 
servation Board review the pro¬ 
posed location or alternatives. 

Usually the landowner and 
the oil company are able toagree 
on the well site location and 
compensation through a sur¬ 
face lease agreement. If they 
can't agree, the oil company can 
go to the Surface Rights Board 
to obtain a right of-entry order. 
This allows the company to en¬ 
ter the land and l>cgln drilling 
without the consent of the land- 
owner. Compensation Is then 
determined by the Surface 
Rights Board. The l>oard uses 
the same factors the landowner 
and oil company use when ac¬ 
cess is decided by private nego¬ 
tiation through a surface lease. 

There are five categories of 
compensation. Some are paid 


only the first year, while others 
are paid annually. 

The Surface Rights Act re¬ 
quires all oil companies pay a 
$500 per acre entry fee. This fee 
Is paid before companies enter 
privately-owned land. Also paid 
only once In the first year. Is 
compensation for value of the 
land. Th Is Is for the market value 
of the land used for the well site 
and access road. The market 
value Is based on what a willing 
buyer would pay a willing seller. 

landowners are also paid for 
nuisance. Inconvenience and 
general disturbance. This com¬ 
pensation Is for things that hap¬ 
pen during the construction 
phase and related activity dur¬ 
ing the first year. Also included 
Is the time to negotiate with the 
company representatives, su¬ 
pervision of surveyors and 
phone calls. 

Adverse effects Is another 
compensation category. It's for 
the negative effects a well site 
and access road can have on the 
remaining land In the farming 
operation. A well site located In 
the middle of field can change 
cultivation patterns and In¬ 
crease farming costs. It also In¬ 
cludes Increased traffic, noise 
or odors from the well site. 

The final category, lossof use. 
compensates for the loss of crop 
or the loss of pasture and In¬ 
cludes the profit a farmer could 
have made from the land. The 
amount of compensation Is de¬ 
termined by the amount of crop 
the area taken for the well site 
and the access road could rea¬ 
sonably lx* expected to produce, 
or the livestock carrying capac¬ 


ity of the land. 

Combined loss of use and 
adverse effects make up the an¬ 
nual compensation paid to the 
landowner. 

There are two other points to 
keep Inmind. First, annual com¬ 
pensation Is reviewed every five 
years. Negotiations can begin 
after the fourth annual com¬ 
pensation payment Is paid. If 
the landowner and oil company 
can't agree on a new rate of 
annual compensation, the Is¬ 
sue can be decided by the Sur¬ 
face Rights Board. 

Second. landowners can also 
go to the board If an annual 
compensation payment isn't re¬ 
ceived. The company might have 
gone out of business or might 
not respond to requests for pay¬ 
ment. 

The Surface Rights Act states 
when a landowner Isn't paid 
annual compensation, the 
Crown may pay the compensa¬ 
tion due to the landowner. The 
Crown then pursues the oil com¬ 
pany to recover that payment.

The dead man’s eye blinked as they shovelled 

But Dr. Hector's life was spared and a great key to the Rocky Mountains was discovered 


The Rocky Mountains stand 
like a rock wall along the west¬ 
ern Iwrder of Alberta. Finding 
passes through them was one of 
the major tasks for the first white 
Canadians In the West. Most of 
the useful passes were known 
to the Indians; some were dis¬ 
covered by whiles. The strang¬ 
est story of all attaches to the 
discovery of the pass that lies 
west of Calgary at the head of 
the Bow River. 

The man who found It was 
Dr. James Hector, who was a 
technical advisor to the Palllser 
expedition of 1857. John Palllser 
was a rich Irish captain who 
accepted an assignment from 
the British House of Commons 
to go West to determine whet her 
settlers would be able to start 
viable farms there. Although 
there were worries that (he mon¬ 
eyed sportsman Palllser would 
see the assignment as nothing 
more than an opportunity to 
shoot buffalo, his report was 
brilliant and opened the West to 
settlement. 

1 lector, a medical doctor, was 
a renaissance man who acted 
as Palllser’s biologist and geolo¬ 
gist. It fell to him to work up¬ 
stream on the Bow River which 
tumbles southeastward out of 
the mountains from the vicinity 
of the Columbia Icefield. 

He was high on the Bow In 
the summer of 1858 when he 
found. Just to the west of It. two 
small lakes lying In a kind of 
meadow. One of these lakes, he 


discovered, emptied Into a 
stream that flowed to the west. 
I le had made an Invaluable dis¬ 
covery: a pass. 

Then tragedy struck. Hector 
had climbed off of his horse to 
help haul a fallen packhorse out 
of the stream. When he went to 
remount, his own-animal kicked 
him In the chest. The Indians In 
I lector's party rushed to his side 
and pulled him from the river. 
He did not appear to be breath¬ 
ing: In fact, he gave every evi¬ 
dence of being dead. 

What could they do? They 
could not lug a corpse all the 
way back down the Bow. They 
had no alternative but to bury 
him on the spot. They dug Hec¬ 
tor's grave, lowered him Into It. 
and began covering the txxly 
with earth. 

Then one of them noticed 
some! hlng. One of 1 lector s eyes 
seemed to be moving. Alarmed, 
the Indians pulled the Ixxly from 
the grave and discovered that 
Hector was breathing. He was 
alive. 

Hector was nursed back to 
health and continued his explo¬ 
rations. The river, they discov¬ 
ered. flowed down a steep 400- 
foot precipice, was Joined by 
another coming In from the 
north (the Yoho). ran northwest 
through an alluvial plain for 
some miles, suddenly plunged 
down through a canyon, and 
emerged In the broad Columbia 
which, of course, flows to the 
Pacific. 


Hector had found a key pass 
through the Rookies. From that 
Incident It has been known to 
history as Kicking I lorse Pass. 

But the story of the Kicking 
Horse route was not over. 
Twenty-six years later It was 
chosen to cany the Canadian 
Pacific. Canada's first transcon¬ 
tinental railway, through the 
mountains, and there remained 
the problem of the 400 foot 
plunge whleh the Kicking I lorse 
River takes from the little lakes 
at Its headwaters. 

This dropoff would require 
C.P.R. engineers to build track 
with a grade of 4.5% - twice the 
safe limit. 

Whal followed was a quarter 
century of nervous conductors, 
brakemen and engineers pray- 
lngon every mn that their brakes 
would hold. Several men died 
taking runaway trains down 
"The Big Hill” before the CPR 
finally solved the problem by 
building the famed Spiral Tun¬ 
nels to ease the grade on what 
by then was known as one of the 
worst stretches of track In North 
America.

Olds shopping survey completed 


by Elaine Wilson 

The findings of the “Idf-nllly- 
Ing Business Opportunities” 
survey recently released by the 
Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee should make compelling 
reading for Olds retailers. 

The survey was prepared by 
the Business Idea and Develop¬ 
ment (BID) Society for the Town 
of Olds. The 402 respondents 
Identified the products and serv¬ 
ices they would most like to see 
offered in Olds. Thosewhochose 
to shop outside Olds were asked 


what might encourage home¬ 
town shopping. 

Marlys Kaiser from the BID 
Society said "Nothing really sur¬ 
prised me. 11 was nice to see that 
most people were very happy to 
shop (In Olds). The numl>er one 
reason stated for shopping out 
of town was selection. Price was 
not the major Issue.” 

Non-residents who took part 
In the survey said the reasons 
they came to Olds ranged from 
visiting and shopping to em¬ 
ployment or special functions. 


67ofthe 101 non-residents trav¬ 
elled to Olds every day. 

A little over half of the re¬ 
spondents were female and all 
age groups were represented 
although the majority of re¬ 
spondents fell Into the over-36 
category. The survey Indicated 
that advertisers wishing to tar¬ 
get this market should look at 
local newspapers first, followed 
by the Calgary Herald and the 
Red Deer Advocate. Country 
music stations were preferred 
by respondents, with oldies sta- 


Child tax benefit outlined 


by H & R Block 

The newchlld tax benefit pro- 
gram that took efTect January of 
1993 replaces the old system of 
family allowances, child tax 
credits and amounts for depend¬ 
ent children. Many lower Income 
families will receive much more 
on a monthly basis than they 
did under the old system, while 
others with high incomes will 
get nothing at all. 

Although the legislation Is 
meant to deliver benefits where 
they arc needed, many lower 
income families will be not bet¬ 
ter olT than they were before. It 
Is true that the monthly pay¬ 
ments are higher, but recipi¬ 
ents should be aware that this 
“extra" money comes from the 
elimination of the child tax 
credit, which many depended 
on in the past as a source of 
emergency cash. The new pro¬ 
gram has the advantage of dis¬ 
tributing the money evenly 
throughout the year, but the net 
amount received has not 
changed, except for the special 
earned Income supplement 
(maximum $500) for the “work¬ 
ing poor". Those families living 
on social assistance or other 
non -taxable allowances and who 
do not have earned income over 
$3750 will not be eligible for this 
special supplement. 

The child tax benefit, like the 
family allowance, is a monthly 
payment based In part on the 
number of qualifying children 
at the beginning of the month, 
but it Is also similar to the child 
tax credit in that the amount of 
the payment will be calculated 
by reference to the family In¬ 
come during a previous taxa¬ 
tion year. Therefore. Revenue 
Canada requires both spouses. 
Including common law spouses, 
to file a tax return in order to be 
eligible for this benefit. This re¬ 
quirement exists even If there is 
no taxable income to report. 

Most families already receiv¬ 
ing the family allowance will 
automatically be assessed for 
eligibility for the child tax ben¬ 
efit. All you need to do Is file a lax 
return each year so that Rev¬ 
enue Canada has the Informa¬ 
tion required to determine the 
amount of the child tax benefit. 
If any. you are entitled to. I low- 
ever. to receive the child tax 
benefit for any children bom 


after 1992. you will have to fill 
out an application form. If your 
child was bom in a Canadian 
hospital, you will probable re¬ 
ceive an application form there. 
You can also get the form from 
any Revenue Canada district 
taxation office. You should ap¬ 
ply as soon as possible after 
your child Is bom. 

You are eligible to receive the 
child tax benefit each month for 
any children under 18 who live 
with you. if you are the one 
responsible for their care and 
upbringing. If both parents live 
with the children and share this 
responsibility, thechlld tax ben¬ 
efit will generally be assigned to 
the female parent. 

The basic amount of thechlld 
tax benefit Is $1,020 per child, 
plus $213 for each child under 
7. This works out to $102.75 
per month for each child under 
7 and $85 per month for each 
child over 7. (Note that In Al¬ 
berta and Quebec these 
amounts are different). If there 
are more than two children, an 
additional $75 ($6.25/month) 
Is available for the third and 
each additional child. An earned 
income supplement is available 
to families with earned Income 
between $3750 and $25,921. 
with the maximum of $500 
($41.67/month) available to 
those with earned incomes be¬ 
tween $10.00 and $20,921. 
Once the family income reaches 
$25,921. the child tax benefit Is 
reduced at a rate of 5 percent if 


there are two or more children, 
or 2.5 percent if there Is only 
one. 

The amount of the child tax 
benefit payable from January to 
June of 1993 Is based on infor¬ 
mation form the 1991 tax year. 
From July 1993 to June 1994. 
the benefit will be based on the 
1992 tax year. Remember that 
for payment beginning in July 
1993. common-law spouses will 
be treated the same as legal 
spouses for tax purposes. That 
Is why Revenue Canada asks 
for the name and social insur¬ 
ance number of your common- 
law spouse on your 1992 tax 
return. Some taxpayers will re¬ 
ceive the child tax benefit from 
January to June 1993 only to 
find it eliminated once the in¬ 
come of the common law spouse 
Is included. 

If you separate or divorce af¬ 
ter December 31, 1991, or if 
your spouse dies. Revenue 
Canada can recalculate your 
benefit so that It Is based only 
on your income. This will almost 
always result In an increase 
benefit to you. If you would like 
Revenue Canada to recalculate 
your benefit, call the local dis¬ 
trict taxation office. 

Likewise if you get married or 
enter into a common-law rela¬ 
tionship. you may elect to have 
the spouse's Income included in 
the calculation of future child 
tax benefit payments. However, 
this will only be beneficial If it 
Increases your earned Income 
supplement.

The tax payment Instalment 
program Is off to a good start 
with 110 taxpayers signing up 
for the first year. 

In 1992 Didsbury had 65 de¬ 
velopment permit applications, 
of which 15 were new residences. 
18 resident renovations. 18 ga¬ 
rages, 3 new commercial. 7 com¬ 
mercial renovations, 1 Institu¬ 
tional (swimming pool), two In¬ 
stitution renovations and 1 new 
Industrial. Total permit value 
was $5,337,000. -double the 
value of 1991. This Increase will 
help with (he tax base for 1993 
and hopefully continue to grow. 

Mr. Ken Luck has been kept 
extremely busy during his first 
three weeks In Didsbury. He 
has made a recommendation to 
Council to hire an Aquatic Su¬ 
pervisor. Only five applications 
were received and three people 
were interviewed. When the new 
person has accepted the posi¬ 
tion, both of them will be kept 
busy getting ready for (he grand 
opening of the pool on the week¬ 
end of February 20.
